WASHINGTON, June 17.—There ia rea- 


Bon to believe that the United States 
will have occasion to give another inter- 
pretation of tho Monroedoetrine aa a re- 
sult of tho acquisition of an island off 
the coast of Venezuela to bo used by 
Germany for a naval station. The at- 
tention ot oilieiula has recently been di- 
rected to tho intereats of Germany 
that locality and there ia apprehension 
tluit the subject may asauino quite aa 
formidable an aspect as that of Britiah 
aggression on Venezuelan soil. 


An enormous amountof Uerman capi- 


tal haa been invested in Venezuela ol 
late under peculiar circumstances. Tin 
government wanted a railroad throuirl 
a rlcii and productive valley and a Ger 
man syndicate stood ready to build tlie 
road on condition that Venezuela would 
guarantee 7 per cent on tho capital in 
vested. The guarantee waa given am 
tho road built mid put into operatioi 
about eight months UKO. At tho ontse 
it wan supposed about $4,000,1)00 wouU 
amply cover tlie cost of the road, but tli 
actual outlay reached about $S,000,000 
Hy the term's of the government gunr 
an too the Venezuelan ^overnmunt ia re 
eponaible to the syndicate for a 7 p« 
cent return on this $8,000,000. 


The road has been in operation Ion 


enough to determine what it will earn 
but Us most snnitume promoters do no 
hope that it will pay 7 per cunt on th 
outlay. Whatever it earns will bo an 
plied on tho inveatment, and Vonenuel 
then will have to give Biiiliciont to bring 
tho earnings up to 7 per cent. 
It ia fluid to be Una and German inter- 


ests that are inclining tlie German gov- 
ernment to regard with favor the acmu- 
Bition of an island off the Venezuelan, 
coaat, to he used as a naval station and 
aa a sort ot baao of operations for Ger- 
many on the American continent. Tho 
guarantee ot Venezuela to the German 
syndicate la ol a private character, the 
Germiin government having no interest 
in the matter, but it la looked upon as 
affording a convenient means by winch 
the government, in giving protection to 
ita citizens, could also carry out its de- 
sire for tho acquisition of a naval sta- 
tion.

By thin pro-rating there IB no gain by 
me piickiny houeo niGliinK ila uooda on 
ihe market ahead of any other packing 
Imuse in the association, except as may 
be necessary to meet outside competi- 
tion. 


\Ve must recognize the fact that every 


grower haa the ri^ht to sell hie gooila in 
the market. And if we are not all as- 
sociated togethe;- the great deeire on tho 
part of every individual will he to sell 
all his goods early and get returns be- 
fore his neighbor. But that same neigh- 
bor is trying to do the Belfaame thing; 
and the roault ia that by both parties 
rushing into the market together, tho 
market is glutted nnd the price ia 
broken, nnd both parties are losers. But 
in the plan outlined by the association 
each person gets hie pro rata according 
to the crop delivered, and there will be 
no indiscriminate consigning and com- 
petion among the growers. 


The object of this association is aim- 


ply to market the product after it is 
packed by tne 
different co-operative 


houeea and individuals. In this man- 
ner each co-operative packing houae re- 
tainfiits individuality and conducts its 
own business as ita board of directors 
may see fit, and enters into an agree-' 
ment with the Co-operative Packers' 
Association to place the selling of its 
product under the absolute control of 
the representativea from the different 
co-openitive companies who compose 
he association. 
By thus organizing co operative pack- 


ng companies and paekinu their own 
iroode, the growers are in position to ne- 
gotiate with tbo banks in their vicinity 
and secure money to pick and harvest 
heir crops. Also, they will save what- 
iver profit there is made in packing the 
;oods; and, the most important thing 
>[ all, they will place the gelling under 
the control of one association, ami in 
thia way eliminate competition from 
among growers. Also, in the purchase 
of supplies a great saving can be made, 
owing co the well known fact that large 
juyera have the advantage over small 
ice. 
This association line already taken 


over a great many of the agents ot the 
Producers' Raisin Packing Company, 
and ia also making connectiona in every 
city in the east of any size, so that by 
the time the Bhipping business opens 
up it will ho in n position to properly 
distribute all raifeinf) under its control. 


It is the feeling of the members of 


this association that the indorsement of 
this plan by the bankers and business 
men of Fresno will carry great weight 
with the growers throughout this val- 
ley, as tliey recognize the fuct that as 
the business men are their creditors, 
they would not strongly recommend any 
plan that they did not believe advan- 
tageous to the raisin Imsinees. For that 
reason we trust that thia meeting today 
will pass a resolution sustaining the 
movement *i outlined by thia associa- 
tion.
